London Interpretation of News From Ladysmith. 


Boers Pave Been Actively Entrencning. 


Brilliant Sally From Mefeking. Steady 


Bombardment Keported. 


London, Nov. 15—If the news con- 


tained in the Pretoria dispatch of Nov- 
ember 9, via Cape Town November 10, 
is correct, it implies that a general as- 
sault on Ladysmith was pending when 
Joubert's report was sent off. Nothing 
has been heard from Ladysmith since 
White's pigeon message, November 9, 
announcing the renewal of the bom- 
bardment. It is claimed that if the 
Boera got their forces within 1500 yards 
of the British position as stated, it 
shows that they fully realized the ne- 
cessity of utilizing the brief interval 
before the arrival of reinforcements to 
make a determined, attempt to storm 
White's position. 


To successfully advance so close to 


Ladysmith, it is pointed out that the 
Boers must have been most active in 
entrenching, and the nearness of the 
besieging lines indicates their readiness 
for assault, which it has been the dis- 
position of military circles to believe 
the Boers were not willing to under- 
take. 


It must however, have been patent to 


Joubert that Ladysmith would not 
fall at the flre of his artUery and ther- 
fore he had no choice but to assault 
the place or retire to the passes of 
Drakensburg in the hope of^ involving 
the pursuing British in the intricate 
fastnesses of the mountains. 


The cessation of cannonading and the 


opening of musketry fire implies, it is 
said, that the Boers were obliged to 
stop their artillery for fear of hitting 
their own men and nothing further has 
been heard from this movement This 
regarded here as an indication either 
that the-threatened assault was post- 
poned or the result was indecisive:

man. H« Is a typical guardsman, and 
hit dress is always faultless. But he 
has fought so hard in Egypt and among 
the ferocious Zulus that people forget 
be is somewhat of a dude and think of 
him only as the hero of a hundred 
flghts.

Lieutenant General Lord Methuen,

tenant general in the British army. He 
Joined the Scots guards in 1864, fought 
.n Asbanti in 1873 and in Egypt went 
through Mahuta and Tel el Kebir. He 
Was also mixed up In the Bechuanaland 
expedition and has had plenty of minor 
campaigning to do In the northwest of 
India, that ever ready practice ground 
of the British officer. His lordship is a 
courteous and polished gentleman, well 
hardened by active service and well 
tested by hardships in the field. 


General Sir George White, who is an 
Irishman by birth, distinguished him-

The accompany- 
ing illustration will, therefore, give a good idea of how the British soldier 19 
supplied with the staff of life during active campaigning. The commissariat 
department is provided with a large number of oblong, lightly built steel ov- 
ens, and these, with the usual corps of cooks, accompany the camp during 
every advance. When a position is taken up, the ovens are laid down and a 
trench built in front of them. They are then covered with hot coals and fire- 
wood, and in this primitive way is '-aked the bread of the soldier boys.

The statement of the imports and ex- 


ports of the United States for October, 
issued by the bureau of statistics at 
Washington, shows that the amount 
of merchandise Imported during the 
month was $72,705,894, of which ?29,- 
692,014 was free from duty. The exports 
of domestic merchandise during the 
same month amounted to $125,232,972. 
During the last 10 months the exports 
of merchandise exceeded the imports 
by $370,867,157. The imports of gold dur. 
ing the last month amounted to 7,562,- 
876 and the exports amounted to $722,- 
867. During the last 10 months the im- 
ports of gold exceeded the exports by 
$8,180,592. The silver imports during 
October amounted to $2,193,125, and the 
exports to $4,985,510. During the last 10 
months the exports of silver exceeded 
the imports by $18,806,721. 


Leslie's Weekly figures the cost of the 


Transvaal war as follows: "England's 
parliament! will have to increase Its 
appropriation far beyond th® $50,000,000 
mark, even though the war is likely to 
be much shorter than anybody a short 
time ago thought it would be .The 
transportation of between, 40.000 and 
50,000 troops for a distance of over 
6000 miles and their support for several 
months in a region where ,even under 
the most favorable conditions, the cost 
of living for soldiers would be -high, 
will entail an outlay far beyond the 
original estimates. The present debt of 
the United Kingdom, deducting1 the 
sinking fund, 19 in the neighborhood 
of $3,400,000,000, which is greater than 
that of any other nation except Russia, 
which Is $3,500,000,000 and France, 
$4,500,000,000. It Is altogether probable 
that the war with the South African 
Republic and the Orange Free State 
will run up Britain's debt at least 
$200,000,000 beyond its present line.

One of the chief differences between 


the public school systems of North 
Adams and Pittsfleld haa been, of late 
years, the emphasis placed on attend- 
ance. In Pittsfleld perfect attendance 
haa been the thing apparently most de- 
sired by the school authorities, and 
those puplla who have been neither 
absent nor tardy have been treated, so 
far as praise ia concerned, with more 
consideration than those who learned 
something. In this city the basis of 
work for the pupils haa been almost 
exactly the opposite. The city haa a 
truant officer whose duty of prevent- 
ing the growth of chronic truants is 
well kept In hand. But while legiti- 
mate emphasis la placed on the neces- 
clty of prompt and strict attendance, 
it la not made the one thing which is 
held before teacher and pupil as the 
chief aim of the public schools. Schol- 
arship, the result of attendance, is em- 
phasized rather than mere attendance, 
and the question of what the pupil 
gains from the school is deemd of 
more importance than mere "school- 
Ing." 
• * * • 


This difference between) North Ad- 


ams and Pittsfleld haa often been re- 
marked by students of school methods, 
and a* pbaae of the difference1 has just 
come to> prominent public attention 
which ia quite satisfactory to those In 
this city who have believed that Pitts- 
field's method vrsa not the best. It haa 
been openly and positively stated by 
one of the Pittsfleld newspaper cor- 
respondents of late that the anxiety 
on the part of teachers to have per- 
fect records of attendance has been 
the cause of strictness that almost be- 
came abuse towarda those puplla who 
were necessarily detained at home. It 
is said by this correspondent that in 
some cases pupils who ana allowed to 
be at' home a day or so for personal 
reasons, and reasons satisfactory to 
parents, on their return are subjected 
to a line of interrogations by the 
teacher, in the face of a written excuse 
from the parent, that in some cases 
amounts almost to insult Instances 
are related where a pupil, especially 
a young child, sick At home is in such 
terror of this sort of inquisition that 
he insists on getting out of bed and 
going! to school, giving aa the reason 
that the teacher will scold and threat- 
en a visit from the truant officer.

And. the serlwus claim Is made by 


those who are opposed to the strictness 
of the Pitstfield system that this record 
of attendance has been sought and se- 
cured at the expense of scholarship. 
Whatever may be said In favor of add- 
ed, emphasis on attendance it cannot 
be said that attendance without chief 
ktteation to scholarship is . worth 
mush more than "getting the children 
out of the way of the parentsv" as one 
parent recently summed up the Pltta- 
neld system in the hearing of the Seen 
and Heard man.• » • « 


Local musicians and musio lovers 


have constant regret that not more 
encouragement can be given In the de- 
velopment of the ability that is found 
in the city. North Adams often sup- 
ports with some excess of enthusiasm 
the highest ability when displayed by 
outside performers at "so much per,1 
but has never offered much encourage- 
ment of a substantial and permanent 
sort to the purely local ability. For 
this reason what wa nave done has 
been in a rather hap-hazard and unor- 
ganized way, the city being deficient 
in those musical organizations which 
flourish In some cities. More attempts 
are being made this winter, and. are to 
be made, than have in recent years, 
and It Is the earnest hope of those 
most closely concerned in the musical 
Interests erf the city that they may 
meet with more cause for encourage- 
ment than has sometimes been the 
case.

Writing was something Crook abhor- 
red, H« could hardly decipher one of 
his own pages, and his letters and dis- 
patches, like those of old "Rough and 
Ready1—Gen. Zacharjr Taylor— were 
generally penned1 by some 
brilltan 


staff officer. 


"Children he loved and treated with 


a shy tenderness that was sweet to 
see, but he had none of his own. His 
wife was a Maryland girl who won his 
heart during the war days, while her 
brother and other enterprising 'rebs 
made way with his body, capturing 
him by a daring night raid into Cum- 
berland. 


"Like Grant, he was Simplicity itsel: 


in speech, rarely lifting up his voice,

Then an old trooper 
grinned 
and 


nodded toward the river, and there 
squatted on a rock, well out In the 
stream, stripped to the waist and 
scrubbing away at his shirt, was our 
general, and Terry was too much of a 
gentleman even td look amused at the 
sight 


"The Indians called him the "Gray 


Fox.' 
The soldiers had their pet 


names, but we, his officers, who fol- 
lowed him all over the West, from the 
Mexican border to the upper Yellow- 
stone, spoke of htm always as 'the 
general, our general. That meant, of 
course, Crook, the simplest soldier 
ever knew. In all the years It was 
my fortune to serve under him In Ari- 
zona* Wyoming, Dakota, Montana, or 
at his headquarters in Omaha or Chi- 
cago, I never saw him in the uniform 
of his rank until he lay dead in his 
coffin, his guard OH honjor grouped 
about him."

CONSUMPTION TREATMENT. 


•noeeu of a French PhyiioimB With 
E»ential OU«—Hl« Formula. 


Consul Atwell, at Roubaix, France, 


baa transmitted to tbe state depart- 
ment at Washington an article by Dr. 
Mendel, the French tuberculosis ex- 
pert, on his treatment ot consumption 
by the use of essential oils. This is a 
subject which aroused considerable in- 
terest among physicians in the United 
States owing to an earlier and more 
meager report from Consul Atwell, 
says the St. Louis Republic. The pres- 
ent report is sent at the request of the 
state department. 


Dr. Mendel says that his treatment is 


based upon the antagonistic effect that 
certain essential oils were observed to 
have on the germs of tuberculosis. His 
formula is as follows: Five grams of 
essence of thyme, essence of eucalyp- 
tus and essence of cinnamon, 100 cubic 
centimeters of sterilized olive oil, five 
grams of lodoform and one-fifth of a 
gram of bromoform. 


The physician uses a long, curved 


collin syringe, containing three cubic 
centimeters of this solution, which is 
emptied three or four times consecu- 
tively into the tracheal duct. A mir- 
ror was at first used to guide the in- 
troduction of the syrjnge to the throat, 
but with practice this was discarded. 
The treatment was given daily to 27 
patients in all three stages of the dis- 
ease. The results were encouraging 
in all cases but one, this patient, in 
the third stage, dying, but being re- 
lieved of much pain and discomfort in 
his last days. A detailed statement of 
results is given, which is of interest to 
physicians.

Midnight Visitors 


NORTH POWNAL POSTOFFICE 


Was Robbed Early Yesterday Morning 


and Men Were Traced Into Now 


York State, Where Three out of 


Four Were Captured 


The list of postofflce and store rob- 


beries in this vicinity was added to by 
one early yesterday morning, when the 
postofflce at North Pownal, and the 
general store of W. P. Madison & Co., 
adjoining were entered and 
robbed.

The men who did the Jub were 


thought to be the same gang that 
robbed A. E. Hail's store and the Wil- 
liamst(wni manufacturing company's 
office, and many other places in this 
part of the country. It is believed now, 
however, that the burglars. have* been 
arrested as three men were captured 
by deputy sheriffs after a fierce battle 
yesterday afternoon near Schaghti- 
coke, N. Y. 


Word was sent to Plttstewn from 


Nortit Pownal that suspicious charac- 
ters had been seen after the robbery 
going in that direction. Deputy Sher- 
iff Nash received the message, and 
with four officers started out in search. 
After a Ions hunt they came upon the 
supposed burglars camped in a piece 
of woods near Cchaghticoke, wher they 
had started a fire and were cooking a 
meal from provision^ taken from the 
general store. 


The burglars saw the officers as soon

roan's Lantern Exploded 


The waste house of the Johnson mills 


a large frame building Just back of the 
mills on Brown street, was totally de- 
stroyed 
by fire shortly 
before 
6 


o'clock yesterday afternoon. The fire 
started from the explosion of the lan- 
tern which the watchman carried. He 
went into the building to be there 
when the boys brought in the waste 
from the mill, which is done a little 
before closing time each evening. Sud- 
denly his lantern exploded, and fire 
started in the waste around him. 


He tried at first to extinguish the 


flames himself, and when he saw that 
this was impossible, he quickly notified 
the foreman of the mill department, 
who called out his company. It was 
soon decided to call for the city de- 
partment, on account of the nearness 
of the waste house to the mill and the 
possibility of the fire's spreading to 
the more valuable property and an 
alarm was sent In from box 13. 


The 
city 
department 
responded 


promptly, and within a short time had 
the fire under control. On account of 
the material which was burning, it was 
some time, however, before the fire was 
entirely extinguished. 


The building and waste were a total 


loss. The building was an old frame 
structure, valued at about $1200. The 
waste which was destroyed was worth 
nearly $1500. Both losses are fully cov- 
ered by insurance. A considerable 
amount of cotton goods was also stored 
in the building, but this was saved 
from the flames, the only damage to it 
being from water The amount of dam- 
age to this could not be told without 
careful investigation. 


The wooden building filled with waste 


made a brilliant fire for a short time 
and a large crowd went to the scene. 
Officers of the 
pompany expressed 


themselves as much pleased with the 
promptness and efficiency of the city's 
fire department.

COUNCIL HEARS REPORTS 


Sewigt Flows in Street From Summit 


Avenue and Action Recommended 


Very little business of importance 


was transacted at the November 
meeting of the city council last even- 
ing but the councilman were given more 
than the usual amount of work to do 
in signing the election returns, an an- 
nual task that is by no means en- 
joyed. Some of the members tried to , 
shirk this labor by remaining away, { 
and there was some delay while the 
telephone was used to secure a quorum. 
This was finally done with one to spare 
and the meeting was called to order 10 
minutes late. There were 12 present, 
the folowlng being absent: Council- 
men Bracewell, Broderick, Gallup, 
Hastings, Ladam, Mignault, Rice and 
Wills. Mr. Broderick strolled in a few 
minutes later in time to do some of the 
work in signing returns.

There was no new business of any kind ' 
but several committee reports were 
made. The comittee on streets, through 
Chairman Barnard, reported against 
the acceptance of Cady street as a 
public street. The report said that the 
street was not yet in suitable condition 
for acceptance and that some of the 
abutters who knew the conditions were 
in favor of putting the matter over till 
next year. The petitioners were there- 
fore given leave to withdraw. 


On the matter of puting a sewer from 


Summit and Harrison avenues to Tale 
street the committee recommended that 
the amount needed for the improvement 
be put in the estimates for taext year 
and that the sewer be built as early as 
possible next season. The committee 
reported in favor of this last spring, 
and it was the idea of the council that 
the work was to be done this season. 
But it was found by the commissioner 
of public -rforks that the improvement 
would cost about $1500 and was through 
private property which the board of 
health thought it unadvisable to con- 
demn and so the commissioner thought 
it wise not to do the work. 


The place, however,- is a nuisance 


that menaces thefchealth of 50 families, 
as the sewage from eight houses flows 
Into the street and runs to a sewer 
for some distance on the surface of the 
ground. The council adopted the rec- 
ommendations of the committee. 


More time was asked for and granted 


the committee on streets on the matter 
of discontinuing as a public street a 
part of Hoosac street and to the com- 
mittee on ordinances on the matter of 
drawing up an "up-to-date" building 
ordinance. On this latter the committee 
had heard that both New York and 
Philadelphia had lately revised their 
building ordinances and thought it best 
to examine these before reporting. 


Then the council began the work of 


signing the election returns, 
after 


which adjournment was taken without 
more discussion of any kind*
